KIDNAPING CASE 


NEW YORK (A P )—The Justice 
D epartm ent has docum ents in the 
handw riting 
of 
G erald 
Lester 
M urphy, an A m erican flier, con­ 
necting him with the disappear­ 
ance of Dr, Jesus de Galindez. 
the New York Tim es said today. 
The new spaper said In a W ash­ 
ington dispatch that State D epart­ 
m ent consular officials found the 
docum ents in a steel file in M ur­ 
phy’s ap artm ent in Ciudad T ru­ 
jillo, capital of the Dominican Re­ 
public. 
The Tim es said the docum ents 
were found after M urphy's own 
disappearance Dec. 3, 1956. 
Galindez, a Columbia University 
lecturer and a critic of Dom inican 
dictator 
Rafael 
Trujillo, 
disap­ 
peared in New York City M arch 
12’, 1956. C harges have been m ade 
that he w as kidnaped, and later 
flown to the Dom inican Republic 
by Murphy. 
M urphy vanished In Ciudad T ru­ 
jillo. L ater, the Dom inican govern­ 
m ent announced th at he had been 
m urdered by t. Dom inican pilot, 
who then com m itted suicide. 
M orris L. E rnst, a New York 
law yer, was engaged by the T ru ­ 
jillo 
governm ent 
to 
investigate 
Galindez’s disappearance. 
E rnst and a colleague issued a 
report th at rejected the charge 
that M urphy had flown Galindez 
to the D om inican Republic. In ef­ 
fect, the report cleared Trujillo of 
any p art in Galindez's disappear­ 
ance. 
Tile Tim es said the docum ents 
offer 
apparent contradictions of 
theories advanced Ernst. 
Sunday night E rn st stood by his 
report.

There have 
been no recent test cases on the 
other sports. 
Three Courses Open 
The 
representative, 
who 
will 
not vote finally on the measure 
before Wednesday, could take any 
of three courses—leave things as 
they 
are. 
with baseball exempt 
and the exact applicability of the 
laws to other sports doubtful; or 
pass either of two pending bills. 
The 
bill 
officially 
before 
the 
House would apply the antitrust 
laws to the four sports insofar as 
their business operations are con­ 
cerned, but would exempt “ rea­ 
sonably 
necessary’’ 
operations 
concerned with the games them­ 
selves—such 
as 
reserve 
clauses 
binding players to a particular 
team ; 
territorial 
arrangem ents 
and the like. But they would have 
to be proved “ reasonably neces­ 
sary.”
